Green, Charies Johnson and Frank 
Lesure, from an accident caused by 
a gas explosion at the face of the 
tunnel being bored for the Fast 
Bay Water company at Wild Cat 
Creek; and we further find that the 
same was caused by improper circu- | 
lation of air, and we feel that it was | 
the fault of the company, Bates &! 
Botland, contractors; that the nfen 
were not takan from the tunnel 
while pipes were being repaired,”’ 

The verdict was signed the 
‘foreman of the jury, James P. Mor- 
fan; and the following jurymen:

HUN SUBMARINE BASE. 


The reward of $1, 000 offered by Rear Admiral Usher for authen- = 


tie information of any actual submarine base is not excessive. As 
much may often be earned by restoring a lost pearl necklace, and to 
locate the missing U-boat haven ought to be worth $1,000,000 at least 
to the government. But the offer should stimulate some of the many 
persons who know positively of its existence te go in search of it. No 


doubt the navy will co-operate if necessary by lending a coast patrol 
vessel for the quest. 


The whole trouble, of course, is with the 


“authentic informa- 

tion.’’ There was authentic information of the presence of a sub- 
‘marine base on the coast of Maine some time «go, but it went the way 
of the other authentic information about the million enemy rifles in 
New York. Yet the Atlantic coast is long, apart from the Mexican 
shoreline, and Prussian U-boat warfare is devilish sly. 

So the opportunity is an exceptional one for amateur sea strate- 
gists, and what the reward lack# in size will be offset by the fame of 
the discovery, if it is made. So far the havy has been unable to find 
a clue to any submarine base and the best official opinion discredits 
its existence. But the question is still open to proof, and the search- 
ers might keep an eye out for the aeroplane base from which New 
York is to be raided. 


HUN HIGH SEA FLEET. 


Reports that the German high sea fleet, an amusing designation, 
‘is making ready to venture from behind its nine fields and_ shore 
guns, multiply and become more end more insistent. The fleet must 
now be at the apex of its possible efficiency while the best the allied 
vessels can present is their average strength, ard yet the news of this 
attempted foray will bring joy to the hearts of the offieers and men 
of the British grand fleet, including our own division, who desire 
nothing more cheering than the chance to fight to a finish the skulk- 

ing Hun. 

These indications of a new and more seemly purpose flow in 
from many and from widely separated centers. The dockyards at 
Kiel and Wilhemshaven have been unusually, not to say extraordin- 
arily active of late: in the Baltic, now a German like, there hava 
been incessant squadron exercises and experimentation with des- 
tructive devices and novel constructions; and, as a lesser straw to 
show the way of the wind, grouns of officers have been detached from 
the Mediterranean and the Adristic and assigned to duty with the 
northern naval forces. 

Tt may be that the land drive at the channel ports, with the cony 
fident expectations of their capture, was the primary cause of ha 
feverish energies and anxieties Cisplayed. Indeed, competent nev- 
tral anthorities assert that in April the high sea fleet—again a com- 
ieal attribute of this hiding inshore aggregetion—was ready to at- 
tempt the dash, supported by swarms of aircraft, shoals of submarine 
sanadrons and camp followers of rine lavers. But "remembering, with 
ginger still hot in the mouth, whrt British grns had pumped into the 
German ships off Jutland, the Hin sought for new protection in the

And yet, unless a miracle in'ervenes, the gun will, as of qld.

British. grand fleet could, as the German strategy necessarily im- 
plies, be caught napping—why, this is a berotted dream in which 
only a Prusstan could wallow. 

The campaign on the western front, its failure in objectives and 
the ordered bleeding to death of Tlun army corps. reveal the desper- 
ation of the enemy. Therefore. as a last throw of the dice. the high 
sea fleet may be driven out and, unwilling as it undoubtedly is, take 
its final chance. Better far this than to plav the ignoble role of thg 
pawn, to be traded when the chess-board of intriguing peace is set 
for the last trickeries at the game.
